with devoot and grateful hearia; bat when, 
with patriotic voWs end sacrifices, we have 
so frequently consecrated ourselves to the 
protection and maioter.ance of tho»e lofty 
columns of the Constitution by which it was 
upheld. [Applause.] No visionary en- 
thusiasts were they, dreaming vainly of the 
impossible uniformity of some wild Utopia 
of their own imaginations. No desperate 
reformers were they, nsdiy bent npon 
schemes which, if consommated, could only 
result in general confasion, anarchy, and 
chaos. Oh! no; high-hearted, bnt sagacious 
and practical statesmen they were, who saw 
society as a livitg fact, not as a troubled 
vision; who knew that national power con- 
sists in the reconcilement of d iver.sities of 
institutions and interests, not their conflict 
and obliteration ; and who saw that variety 
and adaptation of parts are the necessary 
elementaof all there .is sublime or beautiful 
in the worka of art' or of- nature. Majestic 
were the solid foundationer the massive ma- 
sonry, the columned, loftiness of that mag- 
nificent stroetore of the Union. Glorious 
was thevareer of prosperity, and peace, and 
power, upon which, from its very birthiiav, 
the American Union entered, as wi'h the 
assured march of the conscious offspring ot 
those gianta of the Revolution. Such was 
the Union, as conceived and administered 
by Waahiogton and Adama, by Jefferson, 
and Madison, and Jackson. Such, I say, 
toM the Ucioo, ete tbe hvil times befal ns; 
ere the madness of sectionsl hatreds and an> 
imosities possessed uh; era, in third genera- 
tion, the all-comprehei si ve patriotims of the 
Fathers had died out, acd <;:ven place to tbe 
passicnate-emotions of narrow and aggres- 
sive sectionalism. Tbe Eastern States 
covered tbe sea with their ships, the laud 
witbe their farms and their manufactures; 
SO did the Middle Ailantio States, with 
addition of their loiaeral wealth of coal and 
iron; while the Sootberu Statee, with their 
bright, soft climate and congenial soil, raised 
up those great staples of cotton, tobacco, su- 
gar, rice, corn, which are the life of com- 
merce and manufactures; and the vast re- 
gions of the West grew to be the granaries 
of Europe and America; aud still further on 
was revealed tbe land otgold and silver on 
tbe remote shores of tbe Pacific. These 
were tbafnaterial eleuMoU of our oatioual 
power>-eaeh 8ute irith iu diffareoee of ia- 
tereeu, co-operating with tha others Io eon- 
: Btitute one hsrmonious whole. And so the 
i various European rac s, co-existing here, 
. though differing in blood, relit;ton, temper, 
tbe Proiestunt and Catholic, tiio Puritan and 
the Cavalier; yet, by their differences of 
character, afforded the mental and moral 
elements of the power of tbe Union. Glori 
ous, sublime above all that hiatory records 
of national greetne8S,wss thespectacle which 
the Union exhibited to the world, so long 
as the true spirit of tbe Coostitntfon lively 
in the bearta of the people, and the Govern- 
ment of men reciprocally respecting one an- 
other's rights, and of States, each moving, 
planet like, iii tho orbit of its proper place 
1 io the firmameut of the Union. Then we 
I were the model Republic of tbe world, 
honored, loved, or feared where we were uot 
loved; cespeoied abroad. peaplfBl apd happy 
at hosne.

DO embattled huats of Americans were then 
wastio<! their lives and resources in sanguin- 
ary civil strife; no suicidal and parricidal 
civil war then swept like^ raging terapes 
of death over the stricken boraesteads an t 



we not know that the disregard of the Con- 
stitution, and of the security it affords to the 
righu of States and of individuals, has been 
the canae of the calamity which our coun- 
try is oalled to undergo? Aud now, war! 
in ito direat ahape — war such as it makes the 
blood run cold to read of in the history of 
other nations and of other times — war. on 
the scale of a million of men in arms — war, 
horrid as that of barberic ages, rages in 
several States of the Union, as its more im- 
mediate field, and casts tbe lurid shadow of 
its death and lamentation alb wart the whole 
espaose, and into every nook and corner of 
our vast domain. Nor is that all; for in 
those of the Sutea which are exempt from 
the actual raveges of war, In which the roar 
of cannon, and the rattle of masketry, and 
the groans of the dying, are heard bnt as a 
faint echo of terror from other lands, even 
here iu tbe loyal States, tbe mailed hand of 
military usurpation strikes down the liber- 
ties of tbe people, and its foot tramples a i hisinry 
desecrated Constitution. [Applause ] Aye, 
in. this land of free thought, free speech and 
free writing— in this Republic of free suf- 
frage, with liberty of thought and expres- 
sion ss the very essence of republican iosti- 
tatlons — even here, io these free Sutes, it 
is made criminal for a citizen-soldier, like 
gallant Edgerly, of New Hampshire, to vote 
according to his own conscience; or, like 
that noble martyr of free speech, Vallandig- 
ham, to discuss public affairs iu Ohio fap- 
plausej; aye, even here, the temporary 
agents of tbe sovereign people, the transi- 
tory admioiatrators of the Government tell 
na that in time of war the mere arbitrary 
will of the President takes the place of tbe 
Constitution, and the President himself an- 
nounces to us that it is treason-ibla to speak 
or to write otherwise than as he may pre- 
scribe; nay, that it is treasonable oven to be 
silent, though we be struck dumb by tbe 
shock of the calamities with which evil 
counsels, inconsistency end corruption have 
overwhelmed our country! [Applause.] I 
will not say this without referring to the 
authority npon which I rely. In bis letter 
of June 12, 1863. addressed to Brastus 
Corning, and other citisene of the State of 
New York, the President makes dse of the 
following extraordinary language: 

"Indeed, arrests by process of courts, and 
arrests in cases' of rebellion, do not proceed 
altogether upon the same basis. The for- 
mer is directed at the small percentage of 
ordinary and eontinnous perpetration of 
crime, while the latter is direoted at sudden 
and extensive uprising against the Govern- 
ment, which, at most, will succeed or fail 
in no great length of time. In the latter 
case, arrests are made, not so much for 
what has been done, as for what probably 
would be done. [Laughter and applause] 
Tbe latter is more for the preventitive and 
less for the viodicilive than the former. — 
In such caaes the purpose of men are much 
more essily understood than in esses of or- 
dinary crime. The man who stands by and 
says nothing when tbe peril of bis Govern- 
ment is diicusseil can not be misunderstood. 
[Laughter] If not hindered, he is sure to 
help the enemy; much more if he talks 
ambiguously — ttlks for his country with 
'hats* and 'Ifs' and ands." 

It is seen by this letter, at least thst there 
is no longer iloubt as to where the responsi- 
bility for those nnconstltntional acts 6t the 
last two years, perpetrated by subordinate 
oflBcers of the Federal Government, both 
civil and military, properly attache?; but 
who, I ask. has clothed the President with 
power to dictate to any one of us when we 
must or when we may speak, or be silent 
upon any subject, and especially in^ relation 
to the conduct of any publie sertaot? By 
what right does be presume to precrihe 
formula of language for your lips or mine? 
It seems incredible, and even with anthen- 



to maintain it 

but determined. They felt the inspiration 
of a great olject; aud they sought its ac- 
complishment with a stern, devote!, a.e!f- 
sacrificing spirit. They were animated bv 
that determination which in a righteous 
cause of self-defense and self-vindication is 
invincible. They knew the condition of 
the Provinces in point of men and moni- 
tions, and they had a clear perception of the 
colossal power whieb they ware to confront. 
Bat neither one nor the other consideration, 
nor both combined, shook either their faith 
or their courage. Tbey compensUed for 
the want of numbers, arms, and all which 
under orilinary circumslanceg goes to con- 
stitute the sinews of war, by the glory of 
their patriotism and the strength of their 
purpose. To be sure, they fought for their 
rights, but their eodaranoe aqd energy were 
quickened by an incalculable power; tbey 
fought for their homes, their hearth -stones, 
their wives and children behind them. -I 
trust it may be profitable on this occasion, 
as the oail of your meeting suggests, to re- 
vive the memories of that heroic epoch of 
the republic, even thnuLih they come laden 
with regrets, and hold up that period of our 
in contrast with the present. — 
Though tbey come to remind us of what 
were our relations during tbe Revolution, 
and io later years, prior to 1861, to that 
great Commonwealth which we were accus- 
tomed to refer to by tbe naine of 'the mothr 
er of Statesmen and of States;' and of what 
those relstions now are. Can it be that we 
are never to think again of the land where 
the dust of Washington aod Piitrick Henry, 
of Jefferson and Madison repase, with emo- 
tions of grititude, a<liniration and filial re- 
gard? Is hate for all that Virginia has 
taught, all that Virginia has done, all that 
Virginia now is, to take the place of senti- 
ments which we have eherisbsd all 
our lives? Other men may be asked 
to do this, but it is in vain to appeal to 
me. So far as my heart is concerned, 
it is not a subject ofvolition. While there 
may be those in whose breasts such 
sentiments as these awaken no respon- 
sive feeliog. I feel assured, as I look over 
this vast assemblage, that the grateful emo- 
tions which have aigualiaed thisanni versary 
iu all our paathistory, are not less yours than 
tbey are mine, to-day. Let us be thankful, 
at least, that we have ever enjoyed them; 
that nothing can take from ua the pride and 
exultation we have felt, as we saw the old 
flag unfold over us. and realized itsglorioas 
accretion of stars from the original thirteen 
to thirty-four; that wa say, io tbe language 
of New Hampshire's greatest son. if we cau 
with assurance say no more, "The past at 
least is secure." But if we can not be joy- 
ous, my friends, as we have been on this 
anniversary, let us show that it is our priv- 
ilege, with the blessing of God, to be con- 
siderate, brave and wise. If there be any 
thing ,9f the great inheritance under exist- 
ing citoumstances, to save, may we not in 
an humble, earnest way coutribute to that 
salvation? If we can not do all tor which 
oar hearts yearn, may we not at least

every thing except the harvest of woe which 
it is ripening for wbat was once the peer- 
less Republic.

I reply, 
from the beginning of this struggle to the 
present moment, my hope has been in mor- 
el power. There it reposes still. When in 
the spring of 1861 1 had occasion to address 
my fellow-citizens of this city, from the bal 
cony of the hotel before us, I then said 
I had not believed, and did not then be- 
lieve, aggression by arms was either a suit- 
able or possible remedy for existing evils.— 
(applause) All that has occured sinsiithea 
has but strengthened and confirmed my con- 
victions in this regard. I repeat, then, my 
judgement impels me to tely npon -Aioral 
force, and not upon any of the ooeroive in- 
strumentalities of military power. We 
have seen io the experience of the last two 
two years how futile are all our efforts to 
maintain the Union by the force of arms; 
but even had war been carried on by us suc- 
cessfully, the ruinous result would exhibit 
its utter impracticability for tbe attainment 
of tbe desired end. Through peaceful 
agencies, and through sach agencies alone, 
can we hope 'to form a more perfect Union, 
establish justice, insure domestic tranquili- 
ty, provide for the common defense, pro- 
mote the general welfare asd secure the 
blessings of liberty to ourselves and our 
posterity," the great objects for which, and 
for which alone, the Constitution was form- 
ed . If you turn round and ask me, what 
if these agencies fail; what if the passionate 
anger of both sections forbids; what if the 
hiliot box is sealed? Then all efforts, 
whether of war or peace, having foiled, my 
reply is, you will take care of yourselves; 
wit or witbont (trms, with or with.oat lesders, 
we will, at least, ib the effort to defend our 
rights as a free people, build np a great 
mansol earn of hearts, to' which tnea who 
yearn for liberty will, in after years with

act, has the right to have the question of his 
disability submitted to and passed upon by 
ibe Board of jSnrollment, whoae decision 
thereon is final. 

If tbe Board shall have decided that the 
claimant is liable to serve, he has the right 
after such decision to pay his commutation 
money or to furnish bis substitute within 
each extended time as may be fixed by the 
Board of Enrollment for his appearance for 
dutv.

Freedom of Speech and the Press. 

Reverdy Johnson, the great Uaion leader 
in Maryland, who was never a Democrat, 
has written a letter to tha Concord (N. H.) 
Democratic celebration, in which he says: 

"Freedom of speech, and of the press, too, 
must not be abridged. This ia provided for 
by an ezprasa conatitatiooal gparantee, 
which it ia an impeachable offense to disre- 
gard. The military, too, should be in- 
structed to conduct the war ou the humane 
principles of the modern laws of war. The 
burning of private or public buildings, where 
they are not being used by the rebels for 
military purposes, and tbe appropriation of 
private property, excapt for our own mili- 
tary purposes, must end. To tolerate thia 
is to make an effective restoration of the 
Union impossible. Such acta of yandaliam 
plant deep in tbe hearts of tbe sufferers 
bitter hostility. In tbe words of tbe poets 
of the heavens — 

'Never can true reconcilement grow 
'Where wounds of deadly hate have pierced so 

deep.' 

"Such outrages, too, are bringiqg upon ua
